cooker, exploded while police 
tried to disarm it, killing one 
officer and seriously injuring 
three others. 
The terrorists threatened a 
second device would be detonat­ 
ed in ‘‘a highly busy location” 
unless five new spapers pub­ 
lished a lengthy propaganda 
sta te m e n t.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — W B. Y eats, observing a 
world seem ingly headed toward chaos, w rote “ the 
center cannot hold.’’ D em ocrats will find out today if 
that is true in New York, one of the keys to their hopes 
of regaining the White House in 1976. 
Out of the four-way D em ocratic Senate contest in 
today’s New York prim ary will com e an opponent for 
Sen. Jam es Buckley, the Conservative P arty candidate 
who beat both the D em ocrat and the R epublican six 
years ago. With the C onservative nom ination in hand, 
Buckley is running in the GOP prim ary this year and is 
favored over Rep. P eter P eyser. 
The apparent leaders in the D em ocratic prim ary are 
D aniel Patrick M oynihan, the professor-diplom at, who 
has served adm inistrations of both parties sin ce 1961, 
and Rep. Bela Abzug, the Manhattan reform D em ocrat 
who has been a vocal advocate of liberal, fem in ist and 
antiw ar causes in W ashington since 1960. 
The others are form er Attorney G eneral R am sey 
Clark and New York City Council 
P resid en t Paul 
O’D w yer, 
both 
retreads 
from 
previous 
S e n a t e 
cam paigns. 
In this race, M oynihan represents w hat he ca lls the 
“cen ter” of the D em ocratic Party, and the others 
occupy positions on the left. On the M oynihan candidacy 
hangs the best hope for w hat also has been called the 
party’s “ old liberal” w ing for rejuvenation in a m ajor 
state. 
W hatever M oynihan’s party faction is labeled, its 
m akeup is fam iliar. It is the rem ains of w hat used to be 
called the FDR C oalition—the cluster of disparate 
interests that helped elect Franklin R oosevelt four tim es 
and Harry Truman, John Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson 
once each before the V ietnam War becam e the catalyst 
for a “ N ew P olitics” revolt inside the party. 
It w as the New P olitics w ing that nom inated George 
M cGovern and forced reform on the D em ocratic Party 
betw een 1968 and 1976. But the election d isa ster of 1972 
left the new com ers and the old line liberals about even 
in the national party strength. The standoff this created 
was one of the factors in Jim m y C arter’s successfu l 
drive for the nom ination this year. Now, at lea st until 
the votes are in Nov. 2, the party belongs to C arter, and 
he is trying to keep from identifying h im self with either 
faction. 
But the battle continues. The old line lib erals believe 
they have a chance to com e back strong in N ew York 
behind Moynihan. 
They note that New York D em ocrats had a voice in 
the Senate for decades until 1950. Since then, w ith the 
exception of the 1964-68 tenure of Robert K ennedy, they 
have been unable to elec t a senator desp ite a heavy 
m ajority of registered voters. 
M oderate and liberal R epublicans have dom inated 
with only one staunch conservative, B uckley, and one 
strong liberal, K ennedy, breaking the pattern under 
circum stan ces that do not involve ideology.

Re-checking the Biopsy Report 


A CHRONIC CASE 


Is It possible for a biopsy to be 
negative at one time and 
positive 
at another? 
This 
happened to my father and 
caused him great anguish. — 
Mrs. K.R., Ran. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
I found your letter par­ 
ticularly intriguing because it 
demonstrates special integrity 
on the part of a physician or 
surgeon involved in such an 
experience. All of us in the 
practice of medicine arrive at 
what is known as “clinical 
judgment" about a problem 
such as a tumor that is visible 
on examination. 
Although we do not prejudge 
tile nature of the tumor before 
the tissue is studied in the 
laboratory, by experience we 
tend to form a tentative con­ 
clusion. 
We have all had the ex­ 
perience when a biopsy report 
shows that the tissue study is 
not compatible with our own 
judgment. If there is a marked 
disparity between our judgment 
and the microscopic report, we 
do the following: Doctors may 
ask the pathologist or tissue 
specialist to re-examine the 
specimen to confirm his im­ 
pression. 
Sometimes the pathologist 
may request the surgeon to take 
soiiu* more tissue from another 
area in the hope that it will 
more conclusively show the 
cells that make his diagnosis 
more exact. Apparently this is 
what happened in your father’s 
case It illustrates the fact that 
no one takes for granted any 
report without questioning it 
and substantiating it.

I gather by the amount of 
insurance you carry that your 
concern is unfounded.

He, in conjunction with 
your own lawyer or insurance 
broker, can supply you with the 
added assurance you need. 
I feel it is wise for people to 
g iv e thought to such needs long 
before a major illness occurs.
